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DETAILED ACTION 

Further explanation of item # 1 1 on the enclosed Advisory action: 

The rejection of claims 1-31 based on a lack of enablement is maintained and 
reiterated from the previous office action, mailed 3/9/05. Applicants allege that a single 
publication by Wilcoxon supports the well known practice of probability value calculation 
thereby. In response, firstly this is an allegation without factual support since the 
publication has not been supplied for consideration. Also, the practice of this test with 
analysis of simple assay results, is vastly different from microarray data with what 
commonly is thousands or more of data values per microarray. Probability calculation 
under such microarray conditions again documents the undue experimentation without 
a specific description of what is done to apply such a test to such multiplex data sets. 

The rejection of claims 1-31 based on non-statutory subject matter under 35 USC 
101 is reiterated and maintained from the previous office action, mailed 3/9/05. 
Applicants argue that monetary transfer is analogous to microarray spot intensities. In 
response, such intensities are clearly data only in contrast to monetary transfers which 
are statutory as physical activities. Thus, the State Street case is distinguished over the 
subject matter of the instant claims which are still deemed non-statutory. 

Applicants are reminded of the requirement to cancel non-elected claims which 
has not been proposed in the proposed claim set, filed 9/8/05.
